roof on the present edifice, and re-arranging the apart-
ments to conform to the new plan.

soon as the same arc delivered to him, shall advertise tor
proposals or bids to execute the work, including heating,
plumbing, and entirely completing said building and fur-
nishing the same ready for use, and let the contract there-
tor to the lowest responsible bidder. He shall reject all
bids which exceed the sum of fourteen thousand dollars
($14,000) tor the completion oi the entire work. The con-
tract must provide that the work shall be entirely com-
pleted on or before the first day of November, one thou-
sand eight hundred and seventy-three (1873).
